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A HOUSE DIVIDED 

Control ami repression of college journal- 
ism bv the Dowcrs that be has been often bitter- 
ly himented. Dut now comes a quite different 
example. In a recent issue of the University of 
Nevada Sagobru.sh. an Editor indulges in some 
real plain speaking. He practically demands the 
resignation of the college president. 

From the editorial in question it is evident 
t\iat there has been a growing dissatisfaction 
with llie condition of thhs university and uni- 
versity life. For one thing, it is claimed, there 
is dissension on tlie administrative Ijoard with 
the president spending most of his time and 
effort in fighting to keen his job. In the edi- 
tor'.s opinion there is plenty else for him to be 
doing. The students and faculty have been 
drifting apart. "Either the students of the fac- 
,ulty are to blame, but it seems that it should be 
up to the president to straighten out the 
snarls."' 

The editorial continues: — 

'•Jt seems that if harmony cannot be ac- 

' "complished within a governing body, that a 
"real worker would either change the lack of 

. '-harmony or resign, because no able man 
'•would hesitate to demand a change from high- 
"er bodies in the board or else to resign. Also 

! "it seems foolisii to allow a trying and disturb- 
"ing situation to arise evei-j* few years and then 

■ "let it drop without really squelching it: Let's 
,Jr"'end it this time." 

r "President,WaIter K. Clark has been the 

■ "active head of the University of Nevada for 
"the past twelve year.?. During this period he 
"has been permitted as free a rejn, as is al- 

' "lowetl in any similar- institution, in the direc- 
. "tion of the policies of this school, and in be- 
"ing so delegated should be given credit for 
"eithei- its growth or retardation." 

"For.the past ten years of the President's 
• "leadership. Nevada, like other American uni- 
'.'veraities and colleges, enjoyed a gradual na- 
"tural growtli, as a result of the general post- 
"war "go-lo-collcgc" movement. Since this 
"time, however, there has been evidenced a slow 
"but steady decline in student morale, faculty 
"interest, State confidence and outside recog- 
"nition." 

"Even though the physical structure of 
"Nevada lias l)cen constantly improved, in way 
"df new buildings and equipment, thus offer- 
"iiig better facilities with which to teach the 
"student, the vital internal organization has 
"persi.stciitly disintegrated until at the present 
"moment tlic current campus attitude, of both 
"the students and instruction, is that of acute 
"dissatislRf'tion." 

"Wlicii a large majority of the .student 
"Ijody and jiarlicularly a representative group 
"of upper classmen, feel conditions to be as crit- 
"ical as charged in the petition presented ,to 
"the Board of Regents at their la.st meeting, it 
"is clearly evident that a grave something is 
"lacking in the executive leader-ship of this in 
"stitution. The sta^e of affairs which students 
"believe to be true, place the exi.stent decline of 
"the University directly on the shoulders of 
"President Walter E. Clark." 

We do not know the facts of this case other 
than they liave been presented in this editorial, 
but the author has certainly struck one of the 
many factors in an unsatisfactory management 
The editor in his editorial claimed that the Pre- 
sident was forced to spend most of his time in 
fighting. We do not know the facts of the case 
other than they have been presented here, but 
there is no doubt that the author has struck 
one of the major causes for failure in admin 
istration. A house divided against itself can 
not stand. It is the first duty of an executive to 
maintain harmony within the ranks. When 
that goes all is lost. 

We sympathise with the unfortunate stu- 
dents at this school of learning, and hope that 
the trouble will be soon be settled.

h IiuH latterly become fashionable for a large number 
of persons possessed of an hysterical desire to write, but 
lacking the ability to express themselves in decent Ulnglisli, 
to retire into the south of France and there to 'experiment' 
with the so-called newer forms of our language and the 
queerer aspects of everyday life. 

Tliesc researchers and e.\periii^cnters, of whom there is 
a far greater mimlier than many people suppose, may be 
divided into three classes: 

1. Those who write comprehensibly upon incompre- 
hensible subjects : 

2. Those who write incomprehensibly npon compre- 
hensible subjects ; and, 

3. Those who write incomprehensibly upon incompre- 
hensible subjects. 

-VmonB her many colleagues in the third class, 
Gertrude Stein tmdoubtcdly takes first place. In the second 
group, James Joyce is particularly outstanding and in the 
first section,- at the risk of being accused of .heterodo.xy, 
reactionary tendencies and literary stupidity I am going to 
place i^riicst Hcmmingway. 

At the outset I frankly admit that I have read only two 
of Hcmmingway's books, Men Without IVoiiioi and Tlu- 
Sun Also Rises. I don't even know whether he has written 
any other books nor do I intend to find out. 

Entcst Hemmingway's .style is particularly lucid. In 
fact he has carried his lucidity to a point so advanced that 
it becomes both dreary and monotonous. It is difficult to 
understand just what advantage accrues to any particular 
literary forms by the studied neglect of the use of synonyms 
for the word said. In The Sun A\so Rises tiiis word occurs 
appro.xiinatcly five times as often as it does in any work of 
similar size, not excluding legal documents. 

But it is with the subject matter of this book that I 
quarrel particularly. This is possibly because 1 fail to gel 
the necessary thrill from a book in which the principal 
characters arc drunk from page one to the end of the story ; 
in «hich one is a nymphomaniac witli leanings toward an- 
other who has been rcndercdjmpoleiu as a result of a wound 
received in the war; in which there is nothing to relieve the 
drinking episodes save a scries of sexual brgies. 

The Sun .ilso Rises is without plot. It is without interest 
oi any sort except ior those who delight in reading of an 
endless scries of debaucheries all of which lead to no con- 
clusion whatsoever. The characters have all been hopilessly 
overdrawn. 

.^ftc^ reading balderdash such as this, and it really 
should be read through to be properly depreciated, it is re- 
freshing to be able to turn to the works of say F. M. Huef- 
ler (more commonly known as Von\ Maddox ïïord) and 
learn that subjects slightly out of the ordinary may be 
treated in a sane, orderly manner, in a rational, easily fol- 
lowed .style and still he interesting. 

Mr. llucffer. it may be noted hi passing, migrated to 
France some time aRo to join the colony of 'experimenters', 
but his sojourn among Ihcm was extremely short. He quar- 
reled with Ills friends on some academic question in con- 
nection with the newer forms of literature and left their 
company before .septicemia had an opportunity of setting 
ill. 

It is fortunate that persons of the liemmingway stamp 
are never taken seriously for any length of time. T|icy crow 
loudly for a time from their own dunghills and attract a 
certain amount of attention, but tliey pass rapidly from 
public notice.

Policy Outlined

!ns ovor trnct.s of land unclaimed by 
xMiy civilized nation and devfloplns 
tho resources of a.avago peuples. Sho 
has embodied many of tho natives of 
her colonies In her civilization ard 
has won tlio'r respect and loyally. 
Franco has adopted the policy of 
keeping up a largo colonial army re- 
cruited, both from officers and men, 
amongst the natives. Thciso troopn 
have shown an admir.ablc fidfllly, and 
the fact that the highest posta In civil 
and military life arc open to them, 
whatever their colour, of the French 
n^alon. Vra-ncc, the .speaker dcclnrcd 
Jljh boen helped out of many tight 
holes by the valour and devotion of 
her coloured troops. 

Two Policies. 
FrentJh administration has as a 
rule followed two policies, the speak- 
er pointed out, namely, incorporatlnf« 
th« colonies as departments of 
^uice, or Bupporting their own In- 
stitutions and rulers, and Jiist Iccep- 
Ing the finance and foreign relations 
of the country In the hands of French- 
men. Both these systems, M. Ouyot 
claimed, had worlted equally well for 
jVranco and her colon!ca. ÏIo admitted 
owever that tlio economic policy 
pursued had not been no aatisfaotory.

r*rocess Of Bottle-making 
viewed by Chemical Club 

Yesterday uftorhbon, the members 
of the Chemical Industry Club paid .1 
visll of lii.sii.'ciiu.' I.J the pi.aiit ot the 
IJonilnion CJlass (.Company. Tho vari- 
ous stages In tho prbèôss of bottle- 
inuklng wore explained in detail to 
the students. ■ 

The Company liuys up broken glam 
which is tlieti mixed with soda ash 
and JJcluUiiii .'^and. These Ingredients 
nic added 11 little alumina, and the 
mixture ciirrled up In cups on nn end- 
le.«s-eholn to a furnace, where it Is 
iiiclled at a temperature ot from 2500 
to 2S00 degrees. 

JJurin^- Iho melting, cobalt is In- 
troduced In order to obtain tho dark- 
green glass used in making beer-bot- 
lies. .The molten glass Is ' afterwards 
sucked by a huge rotary machine Into 
a mould. Air la then forced in, caus^ 
iiig the siaF.i to fill the mould. The 
final Btagp in tho process "Is the carp- 
fiil annealing of the' bottles, to pre- 
vent breaking due to temperature 
change!. 

The bOtllos ar" tested !,y fiiljn^' 
tiiein with carbonated water, and 
dipping them into hot wfilcr. 

More than .'.OO gross becr-boitles, 
which sell at about t7.O0 a gross, are 
turned out dally.

\ftcr the partj are removed from 
the moulds, ' they arc sent to the 
n!achlncr>- department where they arc 
inlshcd by complicated mathlnes. 

The l.arper valves are made of cast 
iron in the Iron foundry. Multiple 
drillB are used In this part of the 
manufacture. 

Some of the brass valves are nickel 
plated, and for this operation '«pccial 
plating baths and apparatus are cm- 
ployed.
